Leigh, in cooperation with the 
California Planting Cotton Seed 
distributors and the U.S. depart- 
ment of agriculture, will conduct 
several research projects on lygus 
control again this year. 

The evaluation of six new ex- 
perimental chemicals along with 
others found promising last year is 
already underway in the labora- 
tories and will be extended to field 
conditions this summer. 

In another trial, the movement 
of the pest within the cotton plant 
at various times of the day will be 
studied in an effort to better time 
pesticide applications. 

Migration habits of lygus, in- 
cluding their movements from al- 
falfa fields into cotton, will again 
be studied in cooperation with Dr. 
Vernon Stern of the University of 
California’s Riverside campus. 

Dr. Leigh is one of the more 
than 25 U. C. and U.S.D.A. pro- 
fessional researchers at the Shaf- 
ter station.

MORE MONEY 
EARNED FROM 
ACALA COTTON 


FRESNO, June 3 — San Joa- 
quin valley cotton growers earned 
‘some $70 million more in 1964 by 
using Acala 4-42 instead of the 
highest producing rainbelt variety 
ever tested in the one-variety dis- 
trict, according to Jack Hurt, Bak- 
ersfield, manager of the California 
Planting Cotton Seed distribution, 
who says last year’s value of pro- 
duction in the district was about 
$303 million based on figures just 
released by the California Crop 
and Livestock Reporting Service. 
Hurt believes it would have been 
only about $233 million if a rain- 
belt variety had been used. 

“Based on repeated tests by the 
U.S. Cotton Research. station at 
Shafter,” reported Hurt. ‘we be- 
lieve the best producing rainbelt 
would have yielded an average of 
about 1,025 lbs. of lint and about 
‘1,599 lbs. of seed per acre. This 
compares to an actual. output for 
Acala 4-42 of about 1,128 lbs. of 
lint and 1,784 lbs. of seed. And, 
because of its uniformly high qual- 
ity, the Acala brought about six 
cents more per pound of lint than
